'Washington, D. C., Oct. 13—Psy- 


chological examinations of National 
army men have two purposes, one mili- 
tary and one medical it was explained 
today by TV. B. Bingham of the Car- 
negie Institute of Technology, one of 
the seven psychologists who worked 
out the ^methods now being applied 
at four of the cantonments. 


The mihtaiy purpose, he said, is to 


fuinish commanding officers with a 
rating of each "man in his command 
by which he may be guided,in select- 
ing men for promotion or for special 
duties requiring more than average in- 
telligence. 
The medical purpose and 


the more important one is to find what 
men are so far below the average in- 
telligence as to 'demand serious con- 
sideration for discharge or for as- 
signment to work. as laborers or to 
other simple manual work under care- 
ful supervision. 


The first test is a literacy one and 


shows only which, of trie men can 
read and write. 
The illiterates are 


withdrawn to be given examinations 
tor manual skill. All those who can 
read are given various tests to deter- 
mine their mental quickness.

"Washington, D. C., Oct. 18. — Food 


Administrator Hoover gave notice toj 
the public tonight that "the corner 
has been turned" in, high food prices 
and that cost of the essential com- 
modities should continue to show re- 
duction between now and the end of 
the year. At the same time he point- 
ed out that retail prices-lare not 'going 
down in accord with wholesale reduc- 
tions and intimated that the consum- 
er himself might 
correct this by 


bringing proper pressure to bear. 


To aid the public in dealing with 


retailers who continue to extort war 
profits, the food administration now 
is collecting prices of all staples in 
700 cities and soon will begin pub- 
lishing them weekly for comparison 
with the retail prices of grocers. 


"Without further authority from con- 


gress, Mr. Hoover said, the govern- 
ment is powerless to control retailers 
except those doing a business of more 
than $100,000 a year." He did not 
care to discuss the question of wheth- 
er congress will be asked to extend 
his authority, stating "he wanted to 
give the retailer a chance first. 


As to how the prices are keeping 


up, a statement of the 'administration 
said beef now is selling in'Chicago at 
14% cents a pound compared with 
16 cents in July, while the" average re- 
tail price of round steak now is 31c 
compared with 27c in July. The mill- 
er's price for first patent flour m jute 
bags ranges from $10 to $10..70, buf' 
the average retail price is $13.77, or, 
the administration says, from $1.50 to 
$3 more than the wholesale figure wai- 
rants. 
Sugar should sell from Sc to 


a pound, in spite of the present 


temporary shortage, as the wholesale 
figures have not advanced. 


"Flour Slvortage in September. 


Now that it is all over, Mr. Hoover 


said, it may be admitted that In Sep- 
tember the country faced a serious 
shortage of flour and New York city 
at one time was down'to a 36 hours' 
supply. 
Virtually the same condition 


prevailed in Philadelphia. 


The administration's statement fol- 


lows: 


"The food administration considers 


that, subject to co-operation from the 
tarmera and retailers, the corner has 
now been turned In high prices 
and 


that most of the essential commodi- 
ties should one after another contir.ae 
to show reductions between now and 
the end of the year. Tho food admin- 
istration has no control of either the 
grower or his organizations, nor of 
the -great majority of retailers. 
The 


foundations have been laid for regu- 
lation of the Immediate trades, and 
where the regulations have, come into 
force and the trades are co-operating 
tmely considerable results aie evident 
In the wholesale prices. 


"The current prices at which flour 


is being sold at the mill door in jute 
bags, vary somewhat with the locality 
and freight charges on wheat, Toledo 
showing the lowest price at $10 for 
first patent and $9.70 for second pat- 
ent, the 
highest being Buffalo 
at 


$10.70 for first patent and $10.60 for 
second patent. 
Minneapolis is $10.60 


for first patent and $10.46 for second 
patent. 
This shows an average re- 


duction under August prices. 


The regulations on the distribution 


of wheat and the manufacture of 
flour were put into force the middle of 
September 
Wholesale Price Lower, Retail Higher. 


"The average retail price on first 


patents in 796 cities on October 13 was 
$13.77, or from $1.50 to $2.00 per bar- 
rel higher than is warranted by the 
price being made by the millers. In 
other \vords, the sale price has not 
wholly responded to the reduction 
made by the millers. 


"The bean harvest this year, was es- 


timated by the department of agricul- 
ture at approximately 7,000,000 bush- 
els in excess of last year, is nearly 
double last jear and 
promises 
an 


abundant supply. The growers' asso- 
ciations In prominent bean producing 
states are holding beans from 13% to 
15 cents per pound as against an av- 
erage price realized by the grower last 


but these have not been so far re* 
fleeted in £he prices quoted by the 
retailers. 


"The price of beef at the packer's 


door is 14 %c per pound as compared 
with 16c in the month of July, while 
the average retail prices of round steak 
in 796 cities ia 31c per pound against 
27c per pound In July, thus showing 
that retail prices have increased while 
wholesale prices have decreased 


"We have a potato harvest of 51 


per cent in excess of the crop of last 
year. The price at the leading points 
varies from $1.50 to $2.80 per hundred 
pounds depending on the section where 
grown and the cost of getting: them to 
market. 
The price, which is some- 


what higher than at this period last 
year is due to a tendency on the part 
of the producers to hold the potato 
for higher prices than last year despite 
the greatly increased crop and to the 
temporary Inability of the railroads to 
furnish equipment sufficient to move 
from many sections the quantity avail- 
able at this time. 


"The average price of potatoes de- 


livered in the market has closely fol- 
lowed the price the producers have* re- 
ceived plus the cost of transpoitation 


Sugar Should Be 8 to 


"Beet sugar prices are being con- 


trolled by the manufacturer on a 
basis that should reach the retailei 


year of 8 cents per pound. There have ;f rom 8 to 8 % c a pound depending upon

of cost to the farmer than today and 
his earnings can bo maintained with 
the lower prices of products.

The Kew Tork State College of Ag- 


riculture joins the federal department 
of agriculture in advocating a potato 
week from October 22 to October 27, 
nclusive.

ege, and their uso will largely save 
wheat. 
Further, if the householder 


tries various new ways

cooking 


.hem many families may learn that 
they are good aa a, steady diet; if. there 
is a respite from the time-worn, but 
time-tried, baked or boiled potato. 


The federal department has given, 


through the press, recipes for seven 
ways of cooking the tubers—one dish 
lor each day In the week; the cogege 
offers seven additional recipes as fol- 
ows' 


Some Recipes. 


Riced 
potatoes 
(Sunday) Force 


cooked potatoes through a rlcer or 
coarse strainer into a hot vegetable 
dish. Avoid rehandllng in ' order to 
keep the potatoes light and attractive 
in appearance. 
Kiced potatoes are 


particularly appropriate with roasted 
chicken or meat served with gravy. 


Potato cones 
(Monday) — Mold 


Ightly into cones riced potatoes left 
from Sunday dinner. 
Brush 
them 


with butter or roll them In grated 
cheese, and brown them in a moderate 
oven. 
These cones make an -attrac- 


tive garnish for a platter of creamed 
meat left from Sunday dinner. 


Delmonico potatoes (Tuesday) — 


Cut cooked potatoes in dice. 
Place 


them in layers in a buttered baking 
dish, alternating them with layers of 
thin, white sauce and shaved cheese. 
Allow about one^half aa much white 
sauco and one-fourth as much cheese 
as potatoes. , Sprinkle buttered ciumbs 
over the top and bake the dish In a 
moderate o\en until the top is well 
browned. 
This makes a good meat- 


substitute dish for supper. 


Fianconia potatoes (Wednesday) — 


Parboil potatoes for 10 minutes. Re- 
move the skins and place the potatoes 
on a roasting rack n ith meat. 
Bake 


them for about 40 minutes, or until 
the potatoes are tender,.basting: them 
occasionally with the juice in the pan. 


Smothered potatoes (Thursday) — 


Brown two tablespoons ot chopped 
onion in a small amount of fat in a 
frying pan. Add raw potatoes cut in 
thin slices, about a half cup of boiling 
water, and beasonincr. 
Co\er tho pan 


and allow the potatoes to cook slowly 
on top of the sto\e or in the oven un- 
til thev are tender. Uncover them and 
if necessary cook them quickly tor a 
few minutes to dry off any surplus 
moisture before serving them 
A lit- 


tle milk or cream may be added laat, 
If desired. These potatoes are excel- 
lent with aggs, poached, scrambled, or 
baked. 


With Fish or Meat. 


Potato and fish pi« (Friday)—Make 


a plain white sauce, using 2 table- 
spoons fat, 3 tablespoons flour, 1 cup 
milk, salt, paprika, and 2 tablespoons 
minced sweet pepper. Add 1 cup of 
cooked flsh. Line a greased baking 
dish with mashed potato an inch or 
more in thickness. Pour the creamed 
fish into tha center, and cover the top 
with mashed potato. 
Brush the top 


with fat and brow*! the pie in a mod- 
erate oven. 


Potato stuffing for mock duck (Sat- 


urday) — TW o cups mashed pottao, 1 
egg (beaten). 1 small onion finely 
minced, J tablespoon tiutter l stallc 
celery finely minced or % teaspoon 
celery gait, 1 teaspoon salt, pepper. 
Mis the ingredients and spread the 
stuffing over ground beef cut from 
the lower part of the round and flat- 
tened into an oblong shnpe. 
Fold It 


together, turn It into a baking dish 
brush the top with fnt, and bake it 
for from 40 to 50 minutes.

DEBATE HEIGHT OF NAPOLEON 


Writers Differ on Thi« Point, But 


Measurement of Five Feet Seven 


Inches Is Generally Accepted. 


In view of the evidence In existence 


regarding the height of Napoleon, there 
cannot, I think, be much doubt that the 
measurements given by Darling are 
approximately correct, writes Arnold 
Chaplin in the London Times. 
The 


evidence is as follows: On the some 
day that Darling measured the body 
Antomarchi performed the post mor- 
tem examination, and in the very care- 
ful report of that operation gave the 
height of Napoleon. 
He says: "La" 


tauteur totale, du sommet de la tete 
anx talons, etalt de cinq pleds deux 
Ipotices et quatre llgnes." (See "Les 
Dernlers Moments de Napoleon," vol- 
Tnne 2, page 117, edition 1398.) This 
•measurement was, of course, expressed 
|ln the old French scale, and when re- 
duced to the English equivalent is 
equal to about,'though not quite, six 
[and one-half ln"hes. 


Again, on August 22, 1817, Gonraud' 


relates in his "Journal" that Napoleon 
itvas measured against the door of 
[Mme. Bertrand's villa. He says: "Nona 
inous mesurons tous BUT In porte, 
il'Empereur a cinq pleds, deux pouces 
jfrancals." (See Bourgaud's "Journal," 
(volume 2, page 259.) This somewhat 
rough measurement when reduced to 
the English scale is about, though not 
quite, flve feet six and one-fourth 
Inches. It has often been stated that 
Napoleon -was only five feet two Inches 
in height, but evidently the old French 
measurement of five pieds two ponces 
jhas been mistaken for the English one. 
lit would appear, therefore, that An- 
jdrew Darling's measurement of flve 
keet seven Inches was very neaiSy cor- 
rect.

HOW THE WARJAME IS PLAYED 


Mociiauic Moore Writes to Parents U 


Oneonta ot His Experiences at Cb»U 
tanoogai—Drills and Near-Fighting 
in Woods of Tennessee. 
That George JMooi-e, son of Mr. and 


Mrs. Frank J. Moore of 7 Fifth street, 
this city, js having his full share of 
war experiences In Tennessee Is evl- 
Aent from a. letter which he wrote 
home recently, 
Mr. Moore, who ev;- 


dently fully enjoys the war game, en- 
listed July 2, going to Fort Slocuw. 
On August 20 he made 22 out of 25 
at target practice and on Sept. 1 was 
made first-class private and on Sept. 10 
was made mechanic. Star readers will 
be interested in the. letter, from which 
it Is parmitted to make a. few extracts. 
He says: 


"We have been in the field for three 


days and two nights. "We have hiked 
some, and then some more. They have 
commenced to tighten up on the drills 
now; as they are giving us what they 
call night maneuvering. They hike us 
in the day time and train us at night 
for trench fighting, finding our way 
through the woods in the dark, and 
breaking through the enemy's lines. 
They call it a war game, and it cer- 
tainly is some game. 
• 


"We ha%re had to do the same here 


as we are expected to do 'over-there,' 
except, of course, actual gun fighting. 
The captain stepped crut in front of 
the battallion before we commenced 
and told-us that any man who failed 
to do his duty would be court inar- 
tialled just the same as if we were in 
France. Then he told us to go to It— 
and we went. 


"Th« companies forming our battal- 


lion are E, Fe G and H, and in our 
drill today, B and F were taken out 
and told to make their way through 
the guards and outposts of companies 
G- and H, which, were supposed to be 
the enemy. We were out in the woods, 
three miles from, anywhere, and then 
they separated us into squads of eight 
men and told us to get back to camp 
anyway we could, but we must go 
through the enemy's lines or be cap- 
tured. 
Well, Co. F got seven men 


through; Co. E got only two. 1 was 
lucky enough to be one of the seven, 
and I guess it was mostly luck. I 
thought the corporal was going in the 
wrong direction and I knew enough 
to find the north star. When I had 
located it I remembered that the camp 
must be pretty near south so I used 
my. head a little and struck out for 
myself. 


"The nest four hours 
were 
the 


worst I have ever spent. I "fell off a 
bridge into about six feet of mud and 
I followed that stream for what seem- 
ed to. me to be at least a mile before 
I got out. 
But that was just what 


saved me. When I left the creek, I 
struck one of their outposts and laid 
down and crawled 
on my stomach 


through the mud until I was past. It 
is mighty hard work to crawl oh your 
stomach and keep your rifle clean, be- 
lieve me. When I got back to camp 
and reported to my top sergeant, he 
had a long^ hearty laugh over me. My 
face was skinned and I.was covered 
from head to foot with Georgia mud. 
Then I had to go to bed, wet clothes 
and all. 


"Pretty soon the captain sent his 


orderly for all the men 
who 
got 


through to report to him. 
Each of 


us had to relate how we 
reached 


camp, and when he came to me he 
asked if I had been through a wreck, 
to which I replied: 'Sir, it was worse 
than that.' After we had gone to bed 
again, the captain told the company 
in the presence of the.battalion to give 
every man who had got through a 
pass from then until Monday morn- 
ing at reveille—and 
it was Friday 


noon then. I took a bath, changed my 
clothes, and got out of camp as soon 
as I could for the Chattanooga fair. 
* * 
""We left camp last Tuesday and I 


hax'en't sein a bed since, except to 
look at it, and I wish 
taps would 


sound so the fellows would shut up 
and go to sleep. * • * We have not 
got our winter clothing yet, but think 
we will get them soon. What makes 
it so bad here is that the days are 
warm, but the nights are cold. 


"If a few days after pa/ day the 


wad a soldier drew looks rather small, 
he should worry. 
Uncle Sam doesn't 


ask if his boys ar6 broke. 
Generally 


he knows they are, and ho generously 
advances a third of a month's pay in 
canteen checks.
